1 . The informal drawings filed in this application are acceptable for examination 
purposes. When the application is allowed, applicant will be required to submit new 
formal drawings. 

Specification 

2. The specification is objected since: 

(i) it does not contain the serial numbers of the relating applications listed in page 
1. 

(ii) line 17 in page 4 is incomplete. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter since claim 6 claims "A computer program 
product" per se and does not positively recite that the program is stored on a medium 
that can be read by a machine. As such, the claimed invention is not directed to a 
machine readable medium or a manufacturer article. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

6. Claim 6 recites the limitation "the method" in line 7. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

8. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Bensoussan et al ("Bensoussan", USP 6581068). 

Regarding claims 1 and 6, Bensoussan teaches the steps of displaying a 
reporting object that displays values selected by one or more axes of the 
multidimensional data model (col 6, lines 43-51 ); displaying a hierarchical view of at 
least a part of a hypercube in the multidimensional data model showing dimensions and 
dimension members of the hypercube (Fig. 20); using the user interface to associate a 
first dimension object with the reporting object (Fig. 25); and displaying a set of 
reporting objects, each corresponding to a member of the dimension, where the 
reporting object displays values of measures of the corresponding dimension member 
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including multiple blocks synchronized along a common axis, nested sections, and 
breaks (col 7, lines 31-35). 

Regarding claim 2, Bensoussan teaches a user interface for OLAP analysis on a 
selected cell (Fig. 25). 

Regarding claim 3, Bensoussan teaches the drilling up or drilling down (col 14, 
lines 24-34). 

Regarding claim 4, Bensoussan teaches the associating a specific member of 
the first dimension object with the first dimension object to select only the specific 
member when displaying the reporting object (Fig. 17). 

Regarding claim 5, Bensoussan teaches a selector to sorting dimension values 
(col 18, lines 1-2). 

9. The prior art made of record on form PTO-892 and not relied upon is considered 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure. Applicant is required under 37 C.F.R. § 1.111(c) to 
consider these references fully when responding to this action. The documents cited 
therein teach about analyzing report of multidimensional data model which relates to the 
claimed invention.
